Wh en h e retired Saturday nigh t th e 
persons at th e h otel did not note any­ 
th ing oofc of th e ordinary in h is actions 
or in anyth ing h e « aid. but some time 
daring th e nigh t h e arose and ¿quietly 
stole ont 
of th e h otel and walked 
along th e riv er bank to a point about 
one mile and h alf below Milroy. 
Here 
h is cratch es were found yesterday, and 
th e alarm was giv en wh ich resulted 
in th e search ing party finding h is body 
about 
a 
h alf 
mile 
below. 
It 
is 
th ough t th at h e snicided, bat no cause 
can be assigned for h is committing 
snch a rash act. 
His friends say th at 
at times h e grew melanch oly ov er th e 
loss of h is limb, but th at h e nev er 
ev en intimated committing suicide to 
put an end to h is'mental sufferings. 
He was about fifty, years of age and 
was a v ery eccentric fellow. Abou two 
years ago h e drov e a|h orse off th e South 
Main street race bridge, th en th ere 
was a th in sh eet of ice on th e water, 
and only th e timely assistance of ¿th ose 
wh o saw h im plunge into th e water, 
sav ed h is 
life. 
Th e 
employees of 
Caldwell’s liv ery got th e h orse out of 
th e icy water after struggling for ov er 
an h our, and th en th e h orse almost 
died th e following nigh t from th e ex­ 
posure it suffered. 
Kendall h as sev eral relativ es in th is 
county, and is a neph ew of Alfred 
Kendall of Rich land townsh ip. 
He 
made h is h ome in Greensburg, but was 
h ere often driv ing trav eling men for 
liv ery barns 
both in 
Milroy 
and 
Greensburg. 
Speaking of th e snicide th e Greens­ 
burg Graph ic says: “ Kendall was in 
Rush v ille Saturday and rode to Milroy 
th at afternoon on a flour wagon on h is 
way h ome. 
He slept in th e h otel at 
Milroy Saturday nigh t, but left th ere 
before anybody was astir and no one 
h as been found wh o saw h im leav e th e 
town. 
“ Sunday morning 
people driv ing 
along th e road noticed on th e bank of 
th e creek an ov ercoat and a pair of 
crutch es wh ich 
were recognized as 
fcelonging’ to Kendall. 
It is th ough t 
th at th e man started to walk to h is 
h ome in th is city, a distance of 12 
miles but h is strength giv ing out h e 
became despondent and ended h is life 
as giv en abov e. 
“ Kendall for many month s drov e for 
th e Sturgis Liv ery in th is city and de­ 
spite th e fact th at sev eral v ears ago h e 
lost one of h is legs by famputation h e 
was considered by Mr. Sturgis as a 
good (arefnl driv er and always kind 
to a h orse. 
He left th e employ of 
Mr. Sturgis after th e election with out 
any apparent reason. 
Since th en h e 
1ms been in sev eral different towns in 
p » arch of employment. 
On Ch ristmas 
day h e was seen on th e streets of Sh el- 
bv v ille. 
“ He leav es a wife, one daugh ter and 
th reefsons. 
Th e daugh ter. Miss Flor­ 
ence, is a teach er in th e Greensburg 
city sch ools.

T here has seld om been such 
an exod us of public men for a brief 
respite from work as there was when 
the recess began , an d as the m em bers 
are return in g v ery slowly, there is n ot 
a sufficien t n um ber of either sen ators 
or represen tativ es in the city ev en to 
outlin e a plan of action . 
The purpose is. in a gen eral way, to 
proceed with the appropriation bills 
as rapid ly as possible, but as n either 
house has on e of these m easures be­ 
fore It, both will be forced to take up 
other m atters of legislation or ad journ 
from d ay to d ay un til the com m ittees 
can brin g in some of the supply m eas­ 
ures. 
It may therefore happen th at 
on e or both of the houses may ad journ 
from Thursd ay or Frid ay un til the 
followin g Mon d ay. 
This will d epen d 
upon the wishes of m em bers who hav e 
pet 
m easures 
that 
they 
d esire 
to 
press. 
It is kn own to be Sen ator F oraker's 
wish to secure early con sid eration by 
the sen ate of his resolution for 
sen ­ 
atorial in v estigation of the Brown s­ 
v ille (Tex.) episod e. In which the d is­ 
charged n egro troops of the Twen ty- 
fifth regim en t are accused of partici­ 
patin g, an d he has been 
d ev otin g 
much of the tim e of the recess to 
preparation for the con tin uan ce of his 
d iscussion of that subject. 
The ques­ 
tion of Sen ator Sm oot’s eligibility is 
also in con d ition to be con sid ered by 
the sen ate, but as Sen ator Foraker is 
coun ted upon by the Utah sen ator's 
frien d s to lead in his d efen se, it is 
un d erstood that the question will be 
d eferred for a time, if n ot in d efin itely. 
T here is a growin g d isposition am on g 
sen ators to postpon e action on the 
Smoot m atter, an d pred iction s that 
the session will be perm itted to pass 
without a v ote are n ot in frequen t.

Prosecutor Fletcher scorn s the Id ea 
that H arris was paid $500 for killin g 
Miss Schafer, as he says he was in 
his con fession . 
The prosecutor also 
refuses to believ e th at H arris m et a 
m an n am ed Asa W hite an d killed Miss 
Schafer for W hite 
W hat the prosecutor d oes believ e is 
that if H arris killed Miss Schafer at 
all. an d he is begin n in g to thin k he 
d id , he was mov ed to d o 
»0 through 
brute in stin ct an d th a t he killed her 
in attem ptin g to assault her. 
That 
H arris has lied as to how the girl was 
m urd ered , the prosecutor thin ks cer 
tain .
